NEW  CIUS  PUBLICATIONS 

In  January,  CIUS  published  Visible 
Symbols:  Cultural  Expression  Among 
Canada's  Ukrainians,  edited  by  Manoly 
R.  Lupul.  The  volume  contains  selected 
papers  from  the  fifth  annual  conference 
on  Ukrainians  in  Canada  held  at  the 
University  of  Manitoba  in  November 
1981.  The  conference  was  organized 
jointly  by  CIUS  and  the  Department  of 
Slavic  Studies,  University  of  Manitoba. 
Visible  Symbols  addresses  several 
questions  pertinent  to  Canadian 
Ukrainians:  the  nature  of  contemporary 
Ukrainian  Canadian  culture  in  specialized 
areas;  cultural  forms  as  an  expression 
of  Ukrainian  Canadian  identity;  whether 
experimental  cultural  forms  are  removing 
the  Ukrainian  essence  from  Ukrainian 
Canadian  culture;  the  survival  and 
non-survival  of  various  Ukrainian  cultural 
aspects;  cultural  expression  in  the 
organized  and  non-organized  Ukrainian 
Canadian  communities;  the  effect  of 
Soviet  Ukrainian  cultural  styles  and 
politics  on  the  development  of  Ukrainian 
Canadian  culture;  and  the  impact  of 
official  multicultural  policies  on  Ukrainian 
Canadian  cultural  development. 

The  central  question,  however,  as 
the  title  indicates,  was  what  are  the 
visible  symbols  through  which 
Ukrainians  in  Canada  express  their 
identity  in  the  North  American  milieu?  In 
responding  to  this  question,  the  volume 
has  been  divided  into  six  parts,  as 
follows:  Ukrainian  Material  Culture  in 
Canada;  Ukrainian  Art  in  Canada; 

Ukrainian  Music  in  Canada;  Ukrainian 
Dance  in  Canada;  In  Search  of  Ukrainian 
Canadian  Symbols;  and  the  Politics  of 
Ukrainian  Culture  in  Canada.  Each  section 


concludes  with  extracts  from  the 
discussion.  The  contributors  are:  R. 
Achtemichuk,  I.  Balan,  J.  Balan,  V.

N.  Husar,  W.W.  Isajiw,  R.B.  Klymasz,

B.  Zajcew  and  R.  Zuk.  The  volume  is 
204  pages  in  length  and  retails 
(clothbound)  for  $19.95. 

Also  in  January,  CIUS  published 
Politics  and  Society  in  Soviet  Ukraine 
1953-1980  by  Borys  Lewytzkyj.  The 
volume  is  perhaps  the  most  authoritative 
English-language  work  on  this  period  yet 
to  appear.  Based  on  careful  study  and 
analysis  of  Soviet  sources,  particularly 
the  Soviet  press,  it  encompasses  Soviet 
Ukraine  from  the  time  of  Stalin's  death 
to  Shcherbytsky's  rule  as  first  party 
secretary.  A final  chapter  on  Society 
examines  economic  aspects,  religion  and 
religious  movements  in  Ukraine,  and  the 
Russification  of  Ukrainian  society 
fostered  by  the  Soviet  regime.  Despite 
Ukraine's  current  problems.  Dr. 

Lewytzkyj  remains  optimistic  about  its 
future,  and  concludes  the  book  with  the 
statement  that  "The  Ukrainian  people's 
self-awareness  and  sense  of  national 
identity  is  greater  now  than  in  1953, 
and  they  are  at  the  forefront  of  the 
world-wide  struggle  for  the  realization 
of  human  rights."  The  volume  retails  for 
$14.95  (clothbound)  and  $6.95 
(paperbound).

CIUS  COMMEMORATES  FAMINE 
ANNIVERSARY 

Over  the  past  year,  CIUS  has 
organized,  sponsored  and  been  involved 
in  a number  of  events  to  commemorate 
the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  Ukrainian 
Famine,  in  which  several  million 
Ukrainians  lost  their  lives  as  a result  of 
grain  policies  imposed  by  the  Soviet 
government.  In  addition,  individual 
scholars  have  given  presentations  and 
carried  out  research.  The  following  is  a 
chronological  listing  of  these  events. 

In  the  fall  of  1982,  Dr.  Alexander 
Babyonyshev,  an  emigre  professor  from 
Moscow,  was  appointed  CIUS  visiting 
scholar  for  1982-3.  Dr.  Babyonyshev  is 
preparing  a monograph  on  the 
population  loss  in  Ukraine  as  a result 
of  the  famine,  based  on  the  statistical 
collection  on  Ukraine  that  CIUS  has  on 
microfilm.  The  completed  monograph  is 
to  be  published  jointly  by  CIUS  and 
Harvard  Ukrainian  Research  Institute 
(HURI).  In  January  1983,  Dr. 

Babyonyshev  outlined  his  findings  to 
date  in  a CIUS  seminar  entitled  "An 
Estimate  of  Population  Loss  in  Ukraine 
and  the  USSR,  1931-6."  He  noted  that 
at  least  15  per  cent  of  the  Ukrainian 
population  died  as  a result  of  the 
famine,  and  that  even  in  areas  less 
severely  affected,  the  death  rate  was 
still  ten  times  above  the  norm. 

In  March  1983,  Dr.  James  Mace,  a 
postdoctoral  fellow  at  HURI,  was  invited 
to  give  the  1983  Shevchenko  Lecture, 
which  was  organized  by  CIUS  under  the 
sponsorship  of  the  Ukrainian 
Professional  and  Business  Club 
(Edmonton).  Dr.  Mace,  who  spoke  on 
"The  Famine  of  1933  in  Ukraine,"  is  a 
leading  authority  on  the  subject  who  is 
working  closely  with  Dr.  Robert 
Conquest  to  develop  a major 
monograph  for  publication.  Dr.  Mace 
stressed  that  the  famine  was  the  result 
of  two  factors:  Soviet  economic 
policies  under  Stalin;  and  a deliberate 
attempt  on  the  part  of  the  regime  to 
eliminate  recalcitrant  Ukrainian  nationalists 
through  a policy  of  starvation.  After  his 


Edmonton  lecture.  Dr.  Mace  gave 
another  talk  on  the  famine  at  the 
Universities  of  Saskatchewan  and 
Manitoba. 

In  the  spring  of  1983,  CIUS 
sponsored  a prairie  lecture  tour  by  Dr. 
Bohdan  Krawchenko,  CIUS  research 
associate  and  assistant  director,  who 
lectured  on  "The  Great  Famine  in 
Ukraine  1932-3."  Dr.  Krawchenko  visited 
Lloydminster,  North  Battleford,  Yorkton, 
Roblin  and  Lamont.  He  also  presented  a 
paper  at  a symposium  on  the  famine 
held  at  the  Universite  du  Quebec  a 
Montreal  on  25-26  March,  which  was 
sponsored  by  CIUS  and  Le  Centre 
interuniversitaire  d'Etudes  europeenes.  At 
the  symposium,  noted  North  American 
scholars  discussed  the  reactions 
provoked  by  the  famine,  sources  and 
historiography,  Ukrainian  society  during 
the  famine  period,  and  the  question  of 
genocide  and  ethnocide. 

In  October,  CIUS  organized  a 
lecture  tour  by  Mr.  Marco  Carynnyk, 
visiting  fellow  of  the  Kennan  Institute, 
Washington,  D.C.  and  a noted  poet  and 
translator.  Mr.  Carynnyk  has  spent  over 
four  years  documenting  the  famine  and 
interviewing  survivors.  He  spoke  on 
"The  Years  of  the  Hungry  Horse:  The 
Ukrainian  Famine  of  1932-3"  to 
Ukrainian  communities  in  the  following 
centres:  Sudbury  and  Thunder  Bay 
(Ontario);  Winnipeg,  Brandon  and  Roblin 
(Manitoba);  Yorkton,  Regina  and 
Saskatoon  (Saskatchewan);  Lloydminster, 
Vegreville,  Edmonton  and  Calgary 
(Alberta);  and  Kelowna,  Vancouver  and 
Victoria  (British  Columbia). 

Mr.  Carynnyk  explored  a new  area 
of  the  famine,  the  ignoring  of  the 
events  in  Ukraine  by  the  British, 

American  and  Canadian  governments.  He 
pointed  out  that  Canadian  citizens  in 
Ukraine  sent  letters  to  the  British 
Embassy  in  Moscow  describing  the 
famine,  which  were  forwarded  to  the 
Foreign  Office  in  London.  But  the 
British,  like  the  Americans  and 
Canadians,  refused  to  act  on  the 
grounds  that  this  would  constitute 
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interference  in  the  internal  affairs  of  a 
sovereign  country.  Mr.  Carynnyk 
maintained  that  all  three  countries  could 
have  demanded  an  investigation  and 
insisted  that  relief  supplies  be  allowed 
into  Ukraine. 

Both  Mr.  Carynnyk  and  Dr. 
Krawchenko  offered  major  articles  for 
an  eight-page  symposium  on  the  famine 
that  was  included  in  an  edition  of  the 
Edmonton  Journal  in  November.  Mr. 
Carynnyk's  essay  was  entitled  "Blind  Eye 
to  Murder:  Britain,  Canada  and  the 
Ukrainian  Famine  of  1933."  In  his  article 
on  "Collectivization  and  the  Famine,"  Dr. 
Krawchenko  showed  that  the  USSR's 
policy  of  collectivization  was  a result 
of  hasty  imposition  of  industrialization  at 
the  start  of  the  Five-Year  Plan,  which 
dissipated  state  funds.  The  result  was 
the  requisition  of  grain  from  the 
peasantry  without  compensation. 
According  to  Dr.  Krawchenko,  despite 
the  lack  of  incentives  to  collectivized 
peasants,  Stalin  insisted  on  higher  grain 
requisitions  to  finance  industrialization. 
Moreover,  he  refused  to  lower  the 
quotas,  no  matter  how  great  the 
harvest,  with  the  result  that  in  the 
words  of  a Ukrainian  peasant,  "We  had 
everything  taken  away  from  us  but  the 
broom." 

Dr.  Krawchenko  was  the  main 
speaker  at  the  unveiling  of  a monument 
to  commemorate  the  victims  of  the 
famine  which  took  place  on  23 
October.  Mr.  Peter  Savaryn,  Chancellor 
of  the  University  of  Alberta,  was 
Master  of  Ceremonies.  The  ceremony 
was  followed  by  a photographic  exhibit 
held  at  the  Edmonton  Convention 
Centre,  which  was  prepared  with  the 
assistance  of  CIUS.  In  addition  to  the 
above,  CIUS  acted  as  a resource  base 
for  many  other  community  initiatives  for 
the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  famine. 

As  a result  of  the  work  of  CIUS 
and  other  organizations,  the  1932-3 
famine  has  become  widely  known  in  the 
West.  Although  Soviet  writers  have 
continued  to  maintain  that  the  event 
never  occurred,  their  premises  have 


been  rendered  obsolete  by  the  research 
of  western  scholars.  One  of  the  more 
interesting  sidelights  to  the  events  of 
1983  was  a Soviet  admission  that 
"difficulties  occurred,"  the  closest  that 
one  is  likely  to  get  to  an  admission  of 
responsibility.  Several  facts  have  been 
established:  1)  that  the  famine  was  not 
the  result  of  a drought  or  other 
climatic  catastrophe,  but  was  man-made, 
a deliberate  policy  of  the  regime;  2) 
that  at  least  4 million  and  possibly  as 
many  as  10  million  Ukrainians  died  as  a 
result  of  it;  and  3)  that  the  famine 
affected  Ukraine  and  Ukrainian-inhabited 
regions  more  severely  than  other  areas 
of  the  USSR,  thereby  implying  a policy 
of  genocide.  The  Ukrainian  Famine  has 
been  shown  to  be  one  of  the  most 
terrible  slaughters  of  people  in  human 
history.

MCMASTER  CONFERENCE  ON 
JEWISH-UKRAINIAN  RELATIONS  IN 
HISTORICAL  PERSPECTIVE 

The  conference  on  Jewish-Ukrainian 
relations,  held  in  Hamilton,  Ontario,  on 
17-20  October  1983,  was 
co-sponsored  by  CIUS  and  organized 
primarily  by  Drs.  Peter  J.  Potichnyj  and 
Howard  Aster,  Department  of  Political 
Science,  McMaster  University. 

Opening  Lecture  (Middle  Ages) 

The  conference  opened  with  an 
evening  lecture  by  Dr.  Omeljan  Pritsak 
(Harvard),  who  caused  a minor  sensation 
by  his  new  reading  of  the  lines  in  the 
Primary  Chronicle  concerning  the 
so-called  pogrom  of  1113  in  Kiev.  He 
argued  that  the  Zhidy  looted  in  1113 
referred  not  to  Jews  but  to  a specific 
region  of  the  city.  His  was  the  only 
paper  on  the  Middle  Ages. 
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The  Cossack  Period,  17th-18th 
Centuries 

Dr.  Shmuel  Ettinger  (Hebrew 
University)  presented  a well-researched 
paper  on  Jewish  participation  in  the 
settlement  of  Ukraine  in  the  sixteenth 
and  seventeenth  centuries.  Dr.  Frank 
Sysyn  (Harvard)  made  a plea  for  more 
research  on  the  Jewish  factor  in  the 
Khmelnytsky  uprising.  Dr.  Andrzej 
Kaminski  (Georgetown)  stated  that  it  was 
impossible  to  speak  of  a 
Polish-Lithuanian  policy  on  Ukrainian 
Jewry  in  the  seventeenth  century,  since 
the  Polish-Lithuanian  Commonwealth  was 
too  anarchic  to  form  such  a policy.  Dr. 
George  Gajecky  (Harvard)  listed  Cossack 
officers  of  Jewish  origin  in  the 
Hetmanate  in  the  seventeenth  and 
eighteenth  centuries.  Dr.  Jaroslaw 
Pelenski  (Iowa)  offered  the  opinion  that 
the  numbers  of  Jewish  victims  of 
Cossack  insurrections  as  presented  in 
Jewish  sources  are  multiples  of  five  or 
; ten  of  the  actual  number,  and  that 
therefore  not  only  were  there  no  more 
than  25,000  Jews  killed  during  the 
j Khmelnytsky  revolt,  but  Jewish  losses 
were  no  worse  than  general  European 
l losses  during  the  Thirty  Years'  War. 

The  Nineteenth  Century 

Dr.  Moshe  Mishkinsky  (Tel  Aviv) 
presented  a series  of  conceptually 
interesting  remarks  on  the  attitudes  of 
Ukrainian  socialists  toward  Jewish 
problems  in  the  1870s.  Dr.  Roman 
Serbyn  (Quebec  a Montreal)  gave  a 
detailed  analysis  of  of  the  polemics 
between  the  Ukrainian  journal  Osnova 
and  the  Jewish  Sion  in  1861-2.  Dr. 
John-Paul  Himka  (Alberta)  spoke  on 
Jewish-Ukrainian  antagonism  in  the 
Galician  village  during  the  nineteenth 
century.  Dr.  Ivan  L.  Rudnytsky  (Alberta) 
analyzed  the  place  of  Ukrainian- Jewish 
relations  in  Ukrainian  political  thought  of 
the  nineteenth  century,  focusing  on 
Kostomarov,  Drahomanov  and  Franko.

The  Turn  of  the  Century 

Dr.  Roman  Szporluk  (Michigan) 
presented  an  original  interpretation  of 
the  Ukrainian  national  revival  of  the 
nineteenth  century,  emphasizing  how 
Ukrainians  were  influenced  politically  by 
the  heritage  of  the  Polish-Lithuanian 
Commonwealth  and  how  the 
development  of  industry  in  one  region 
of  Ukraine  and  of  national 
consciousness  in  another  hindered  the 
national  revival.  Dr.  Yury  Boshyk 
(Toronto)  discussed  relations  between 
Jewish  and  Ukrainian  political  parties 
before  the  revolution.  Dr.  Martha 
Bohachevsky-Chomiak  (Manhattanville 
College)  spoke  on  contacts  between 
Jewish  and  Ukrainian  women  in  the  late 
nineteenth  and  early  twentieth  centuries. 

Literary  Perceptions 

Dr.  Israel  Bartal  (Hebrew  University) 
described  how  the  depiction  of 
Ukrainians  in  Jewish  literature  changed 
from  uninformed  but  optimistic  to 
pessimistic  in  the  course  of  the 
nineteenth  century.  Dr.  George 
Grabowicz  (Harvard)  showed  that  the 
image  of  Jews  in  Ukrainian  literature 
developed  from  crude  stereotypes  to 
more  complex  and  humane  depictions 
during  the  nineteenth  and  early  twentieth 
centuries.  Dr.  Alexander  Malycky 
(Calgary)  read  statistics  he  had  compiled 
on  Soviet  Ukrainian  translations  of 
Yiddish  creative  literature  (book  editions 
only),  1920-79. 

World  War  I and  Its  Aftermath 

Dr.  Geoff  Eley  (Michigan)  placed 
the  problem  of  Ukrainian- Jewish  relations 
in  the  larger,  provocative  context  of 
war,  revolutionary  upheaval  and  state 
formation  in  eastern  Europe,  1 9 1 4-23. 

Dr.  Metiahu  Mintz  (Tel  Aviv)  spoke 
about  the  Jewish  policy  of  and  Jewish 
participation  in  the  Ukrainian  Central 
Rada,  February-October  1917.  Dr. 
Jonathan  Frankel  (Hebrew  University) 
discussed  Jewish  autonomism  in  Ukraine 
during  the  revolution. 
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The  Second  World  War  and  the 
Holocaust 

Dr.  Mordecai  Altschuler  (Hebrew 
University)  presented  a very  solid 
analysis  of  how  the  policy  of 
Ukrainization  in  the  1920s  affected 
relations  between  Ukrainians  and  Jews  in 
the  Ukrainian  SSR.  Dr.  Aharon  Weiss 
(Yad  Vashem)  used  evidence  of  varying 
reliability  to  depict  how  West  Ukrainians 
reacted  to  the  Nazi  extermination  of 
Jews  during  the  Second  World  War 
(mainly  with  indifference).  Dr.  Yaroslav 
Bilinsky  (Delaware),  in  a paper  entitled 
"Jewish-Ukrainian  Relations  during  World 
War  II  Revisited,"  spoke  about  the 
television  movie  "Holocaust"  and  recent 
deportation  proceedings  in  the  USA 
against  alleged  perpetrators  of  Nazi  war 
crimes. 

The  Contemporary  Period 

Dr.  Zvi  Gitelman  (Michigan),  who 
had  conducted  interviews  with  Soviet 
emigrants,  offered  an  insightful 
presentation  on  contemporary  Soviet 
Jewish  perceptions  of  Ukrainians.  Dr. 
Israel  Kleiner  (Jerusalem)  presented  a 
thorough  survey  of  how  Ukrainian 
samvydav  literature  has  dealt  with  the 
Jewish  question  and  Jewish-Ukrainian 
relations. 

Other  Conference  Events 

The  conference  also  featured  a 
major  address,  two  round-table 
discussions  and  a poetry  reading.  The 
address  was  by  former  Reagan  advisor 
Dr.  Richard  Pipes  of  Harvard  University. 
From  personal  observations  and 
reminiscences,  as  well  as  from  historical 
research.  Dr.  Pipes  concluded  that 
outside  agitators  are  mainly  responsible 
for  ethnic  violence. 

The  first  of  the  two  round-table 
discussions  was  emotionally  charged.  Dr. 
Ettinger  set  the  tone  by  singling  out 
Dr.  Bilinsky ' s paper  as  an  expression  of 
"anti-Semitism,"  and  reproaching  his 
Ukrainian  colleagues  for  not  dissociating 
themselves  publicly  from  it.  Dr.  Pritsak 


apologized  on  behalf  of  the  Ukrainians 
and  stated  that  he  would  have  censured 
the  paper  earlier  if  only  he  had  been 
called  upon  in  the  course  of  the  brief 
discussion  on  the  Second  World  War 
and  the  Holocaust.  Other  Ukrainian 
scholars  rejected  the  principle  of 
collective  responsibility,  holding  that  Dr. 
Bilinsky  alone  was  responsible  for  his 
paper. 

The  second  round-table  discussion, 
on  Jews  and  Ukrainians  in  North 
America,  was  less  heated.  Among  the 
panelists  were  Judge  Walter  Tarnopolsky 
(formerly  professor  of  law  at  York  and 
Ottawa)  and  Dr.  Manoly  R.  Lupul 
(Alberta),  who  spoke  on  human  rights 
and  Jewish-Ukrainians  relations  in  Canada 
respectively.  The  conference  closed  with 
a reading  by  Mr.  Irving  Layton  of  his 
poetry. 

Some  Concluding  Observations 

The  conference  initiated  a dialogue 
between  the  Ukrainian  and  Jewish 
historiographies  that  was  long  overdue. 
Ukrainian  historiography  has  primarily 
communicated  with  two  other  national 
historiographies,  Russian  and  Polish. 
Ukrainian  historians  have  responded  to, 
corrected  and  learned  from  Russian  and 
Polish  historians  from  the  inception  of 
scholarly  Ukrainian  historiography.  But 
Jewish  historiography,  so  relevant  to 
Ukrainian  history,  has  remained  largely 
unknown  territory.  The  integration  of 
this  new  terrain  into  the  intellectual 
range  of  Ukrainian  historians  can  only 
result  in  a more  complex  and  richer 
understanding  of  Ukrainian  history.  The 
conference  began  what  one  hopes  will 
be  a continuing  interaction  between 
Ukrainian  and  Jewish  historical  research. 

Beginnings  are  always  difficult.  The 
occasional  misunderstandings  at  the 
conference  were  natural  enough, 
considering  the  long-term  estrangement 
of  the  two  historiographies  and  the 
sensitive  nature  of  the  historical 
relations  between  Jews  and  Ukrainians. 
What  is  to  be  marvelled  at  is  the 
success  of  the  organizers,  Drs. 


Potichnyj  and  Aster,  in  bringing  off 
such  an  ambitious  and  delicate 
conference:  two  dozen  papers  on 
topics  ranging  from  the  Middle  Ages  to 
the  present,  with  speakers  of  very 
different  political  persuasions  and 
historical  traditions. 

Much  of  the  original  spade-work 
for  the  conference  was  performed  by 
the  Harvard  Ukrainian  Research  Institute 
(HURI)  and  its  director,  Dr.  Pritsak.  HURI 
j has  regularly  invited  Jewish  scholars, 
including  many  of  the  conference 
participants,  to  speak;  it  has  conducted 
a long-running  seminar  on 
Ukrainian- Jewish  relations;  Dr.  Pritsak 
has  visited  and  spoken  at  Jewish 
academic  institutions  in  Israel;  and 
HURI's  journal.  Harvard  Ukrainian 
Studies,  has  regularly  published  valuable 
| articles  on  the  history  of  Jews  in 
!i  Ukraine  and  on  Ukrainian- Jewish 
relations.  The  conference  would  not 
have  succeeded  without  the  preparatory 
efforts  and  co-operation  of  HURI,  which 
1 was  also  among  the  conference's 
co-sponsors. 

One  also  cannot  overemphasize  the 
outstanding  contribution  of  Drs. 

Potichnyj  and  Aster.  Few  conferences  in 
Ukrainian  studies  have  been  so  well 
prepared.  Before  the  conference,  Drs. 
Potichnyj  and  Aster  collaborated  on  a 
short  book  that  was  really  a 
programmatic  statement  for  the 
conference  ( Jewish-Ukrai nian  Relations: 
Two  Solitudes).  The  book  was  published 
on  the  eve  of  the  conference  and 
mailed  to  all  participants.  Most 
participants  also  received  advance  copies 
of  papers  for  their  respective  sessions. 
The  organizers  expect  to  finish  editing 
the  papers  by  January  1984  and  CIUS 
will  publish  the  conference  proceedings 
1 in  the  near  future.

D.P.  CONFERENCE  IN  TORONTO 

From  3 to  6 November,  a 
conference  on  "The  D.P.  Experience: 
Ukrainian  Refugees  After  World  War  II" 
took  place  at  St.  Michael's  College, 
University  of  Toronto,  sponsored  by 
CIUS  and  the  Multicultural  History 
Society  of  Ontario  (MHSO)  in 
co-operation  with  the  Ethnic  and 
Immigration  Studies  Program  and  the 
Chair  of  Ukrainian  Studies,  University  of 
Toronto.  Simultaneously  an  exhibition 
about  the  Ukrainian  D.P.s  was  held  in 
the  John  Robarts  Library,  University  of 
Toronto  (1  November — 22  December), 
under  the  sponsorship  of  the  John  P. 
Robarts  Research  Library,  the  University 
of  Toronto  Community  Relations  Office 
and  the  Ukrainian  Librarians  Association 
of  Canada. 

Prior  to  the  conference,  the 
postwar  influx  of  "displaced  persons" 
into  Canada  had  not  been  perused  in 
depth.  After  the  Second  World  War, 
between  20  and  30  million  persons 
were  displaced  from  their  homelands. 

The  majority  were  forcibly  repatriated 
or  returned  home  voluntarily,  but 
perhaps  2 million  people  did  not  return 
home,  opting  for  the  most  part  to 
emigrate  to  Canada  and  the  United 
States.  These  D.P.s  were  made  up  of  a 
great  variety  of  East  European 
nationalities.  During  the  war,  about  3 
million  Ukrainians  were  forced  to  work 
in  German  farms  and  factories,  and 
about  30,000  of  these  came  to  Canada 
after  the  war.  They  constituted  a 
dynamic  social  force.  Many  Ukrainian 
organizations  had  been  nurtured  in  the 
D.P.  camps  and  were  transplanted  into 
Canada  in  this  way.  The  D.P.s  founded 
a number  of  Ukrainian  community, 
cultural  and  political  organizations  and 
began  many  Ukrainian-language 
publications.  Photographs  about  life  in 
the  camps  appear  opposite. 

The  conference  represented  an 
attempt  to  analyze  in  depth  the  "D.P. 
experience"  from  various  standpoints, 
but  particularly  that  of  the  refugees 
themselves.  In  attendance  were 
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D.P.  camp,  Landeck.  A scout  parade  (Plast).

John  Luczkiw  was  an  engineer  and 
a University  of  Toronto  alumnus  who 
began  collecting  Ukrainian  D.P. 
publications  as  a refugee  in  Germany. 
After  emigrating  to  Canada,  he 


continued  to  expand  the  collection, 
mainly  through  private  sources  and  book 
dealers,  travelling  as  far  as  Australia 
and  Argentina  to  collect  information. 

The  exhibition,  which  was  opened  on  1 
November  with  a speech  by  Professor 
Wasyl  Janischewsky,  was  co-ordinated 
by  Luba  Pendzey  of  the  Robarts 
Library.  Comments  in  the  guest  book 
indicate  that  it  was  very  well  received 
and  of  interest  to  all  sections  of  the 
community.  Photographs  of  the 
exhibition  appear  on  page  1 1 . 


ENCYCLOPEDIA  OF  UKRAINE  UPDATE 

At  the  end  of  July  1983,  the  first 
volume  of  the  Encyclopedia  of  Ukraine 
was  submitted  to  the  University  of 
Toronto  Press  for  typesetting.  The 
volume  has  been  prepared  jointly  by  the 
Shevchenko  Scientific  Society  staff  in 
Sarcelles,  France,  undervthe  direction  of 
Dr.  Volodymyr  Kubijovyc,  and  by  the 
Encyclopedia  of  Ukraine  project  at  the 
University  of  Toronto,  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  George  Luckyj  and, 
since  November  1982,  Dr.  Danylo 
Struk.  In  the  fall,  the  staff  of  the 
Toronto  project  prepared  the  illustrations 
for  the  volume  and  organized  work  for 
future  volumes.  In  November,  the  staff 
began  proofreading  the  first  volume,  a 
task  that  is  to  be  completed  by  the 
end  of  February  1984.  The  first  volume 
will  be  published  in  the  early  Fall  of 
1984. 

Several  personnel  changes  have 
taken  place  in  the  Toronto  project 
office  in  the  last  year.  Ms.  Sonia 
Maryn,  who  was  project  secretary  from 
April  1981  and  project  co-ordinator 
from  January  1983,  resigned  from  her 
position  in  August  for  personal  reasons. 
Ms.  Halyna  Hryn,  who  had  worked  as  a 
manuscript  editor  from  June  1982, 
ended  her  contract  with  the  project  in 
August  1983,  in  order  to  return  to  her 
doctoral  studies  at  the  University  of 
Toronto. 
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Ms.  Roma  Yanchinski  has  been 
working  as  the  project  researcher  since 
January  1983.  Ms.  Yanchinski  holds  a 
B.A.  degree  from  McGill  University  and 
an  M.L.S.  from  the  University  of 
Toronto.  She  has  had  extensive 
experience  in  research  and  librarianship; 
in  her  spare  time  she  is  a voluntary 
librarian  at  both  the  Ukrainian  National 
Federation  and  St.  Vladimir's  Institute  of 
Toronto.

FIRST  SCHREYER  FELLOWSHIP 
AWARDED 

On  16  November,  His  Excellency 
Edward  Schreyer,  the  Governor-General 
of  Canada,  awarded  the  first  Schreyer 
postdoctoral  fellowship  in  Ukrainian 
studies  (to  the  amount  of  $5,000)  to 
Dr.  Steven  Velychenko.

He  will  spend  the 
1983-4  academic  year  revising  his 
dissertation  for  possible  publication.  His 
topic  is  "A  Survey  of  the  Interpretation 
of  Ukrainian  History  in  Polish,  Russian 
and  Ukrainian  Historiography." 


FIRST  PH.D.  DISSERTATION  ON 
UKRAINIAN  HISTORY  SUCCESSFULLY 
DEFENDED  AT  THE  UNIVERSITY  OF 
TORONTO 

On  7 November  1983  the  first 
Ph.D.  dissertation  on  a Ukrainian  history 
topic  at  the  University  of  Toronto  was 
successfully  defended  by  Thomas 
Prymak.  The  dissertation  title  was 
"Mykhailo  Hrushevsky  and  the  Politics  of 
National  Culture."  Dr.  Prymak  received 
his  B.A.  from  the  University  of 
Manitoba  in  1969  and  his  M.A.  in 
medieval  European  history  from  the 
same  university  in  1972.  He  has 
contributed  articles  and  reviews  to  the 
Journal  of  Ukrainian  Studies  and  other 
periodicals.  He  is  currently  on  contract 
with  the  Ukrainian  Canadian  Research 
Foundation  to  write  a popular  history  of 
Ukrainian  Canadians  during  the  Second 
World  War.

VISITING  SCHOLAR  1983-4 

CIUS'  visiting  scholar  for  1983-4 
is  Dr.  Stefan  Kozak  of  the  University 
of  Warsaw.  A literary  historian 
specializing  in  the  Romantic  period.  Dr. 
Kozak  completed  his  doctoral  studies  at 
the  universities  of  Kiev  and  Warsaw.  He 
has  published  two  books  with  the 
Polish  Academy  of  Sciences:  From  the 
History  of  Pol ish-Ukrai nian  Literary 
Relations  (1974),  written  jointly  with 
Marian  Jakobiec,  and  At  the  Sources  of 
Romanticism  and  Modern  Social 
Thought  in  Ukraine  (1978).  Dr.  Kozak 
has  edited  Polish  translations  of  the 
selected  works  of  Oleksander 
Dovzhenko  (1976)  and  Lesia  Ukrainka 
(1982).  Together  with  Hanna 
Popowska-Taborska,  he  recently  edited  a 
collection  of  articles  on  the  Slavs 
during  the  Napoleonic  era.  His  many 


articles  on  Ukrainian  literature  and 
folklore,  as  well  as  on  literary  relations 
among  the  Slavic  peoples,  have 
appeared  in  various  East  European 
scholarly  journals. 

Dr.  Kozak  spent  a number  of 

years  at  the  Polish  Academy  of 
Sciences  as  a research  scholar;  he  also 

served  as  managing  editor  of  the 
leading  Polish  journal  of  Slavic  studies, 
SI  avia  Oriental  is,  from  1970  to  1975. 
In  1982,  he  was  appointed  to  the 
newly  established  Department  of 
Comparative  Slavic  Literature  at  the 
University  of  Warsaw.  Dr.  Kozak  now 
teaches  courses  in  Ukrainian  literature, 
Ukrainian  Slavic  folklore  and 

Polish-Ukrainian  literary  relations.  During 

his  eight-month  stay  in  Edmonton,  Dr. 
Kozak  will  prepare  a university-level 
textbook  on  Ukrainian  folklore,  which 
will  be  translated  into  English  and 
published  by  CIUS.  In  addition,  he  will 
also  deliver  a number  of  seminars. 

From  January  1984,  Dr.  Wladyslaw 
Serczyk,  professor  of  history  at  the 
Jagiellonian  University  in  Cracow,  will 
spend  several  months  at  the  University 
of  Alberta  at  the  invitation  of  the 
Department  of  History  and  CIUS.  A 
specialist  in  Ukrainian  history,  he  will 
prepare  a monograph  for  CIUS  about 
the  eighteenth-century  haidamak 
rebellions. 


SHEVCHENKO  LECTURE  1984 

The  1984  Shevchenko  Lecture  will 
be  delivered  by  Dr.  Peter  J.  Potichnyj, 
McMaster  University,  Hamilton,  who  will 
speak  on  "Jews  and  Ukrainians:  The 
Legacy  and  the  Hope.”  It  will  take  place 
at  8:00  p.m.,  Tuesday,  13  March  in 
Education  North  2-115  at  the  University 
of  Alberta.  The  annual  lecture,  which  is 
organized  by  CIUS,  is  sponsored  by  the 
Ukrainian  Professional  and  Business  Club 
of  Edmonton. 

Dr.  Potichnyj  is  a prominent 
scholar  and  organizer  of  the  McMaster 


University  series  of  conferences  on 
Ukrainians  and  their  relations  with  other 
peoples  (Poles,  Russians,  Jews,  etc.).  He 
was  born  in  Lviv,  Ukraine,  in  1930,  and 
received  his  doctorate  from  Columbia 
University  in  1966.  Since  1975  he  has 
been  professor  of  political  science  at 
McMaster.  Dr.  Potichnyj  is  author  of 
numerous  publications,  including  The 
Soviet  Agricultural  Trade  Unions 
(Toronto  1972);  and  editor  of  the 
Litopys  UPA  series  on  the  Ukrainian 
Insurgent  Army  (jointly  with 
E.  Shtendera),  of  which  seven  volumes 
have  appeared  to  date.  More  recently, 
he  wrote  (with  H.  Aster) 
Jewish-Ukrainian  Relations:  Two 
Solitudes  (Oakville,  Ontario  1983),  and 
together  with  Dr.  Aster  was  responsible 
for  organizaing  the  1983  McMaster 
conference  on  Jewish-Ukrainian  Relations 
in  Historical  Perspective  (17-20 
October). 


NEW  PUBLICATION  ON  UKRAINE 

The  winter  1983  issue  of  the 
Keston  College  journal  Religion  in 
Communist  Lands  is  devoted  to  Ukraine. 
It  contains  the  following  items:  "The 
Ukrainian  Orthodox  Question  in  the 
USSR”  by  Frank  E.  Sysyn;  "The  Ukrainian

He  points 
out  that  although  it  exists  legally  with 
open  churches  (unlike  the  Uniates),  it  is 
nonetheless  dominated  by  the  Russian 
Orthodox  Church,  which  threatens  the 
specifically  Ukrainian  elements  in  its 
tradition  and  culture.  Mr.  Hvat's  article 
and  the  documents  that  follow  highlight 
the  tragic  situation  of  the  Uniates  in 
Ukraine.

The  first  seminar  of  the  fall  term 
was  presented  on  23  September  by 
Mr.  Marples,  CIUS  editorial  assistant  and 
a Ph.D.  candidate  at  the  University  of 
Sheffield,  England,  who  spoke  on  'The 
Kulak  in  Postwar  USSR:  the  West 
Ukrainian  Example." 

Mr.  Marples  used  as  a starting 
point  Moshe  Lewin's  article,  "Who  Was 
the  Soviet  Kulak?,"  which  appeared  in 
Soviet  Studies  in  1966,  and  made  an 
attempt  to  define  the  kulak  in  Soviet 
agriculture.  By  and  large,  Lewin's  article 
was  concerned  with  the  period  of 
collectivization  in  the  USSR  in  the 
1930s.  The  speaker  tried  to  extend 
Lewin's  criteria  for  delineating  the  kulak 
to  the  postwar  period  of  collectivization 
in  the  western  borderlands  annexed  by 
the  USSR  after  September  1939,  and 
specifically.  Western  Ukraine. 

Of  Lewin's  five  categories  of 
"kulak,"  only  two  can  legitimately  be 
applied  to  Western  Ukraine:  those 
farmers  who  hired  labour,  and  those 
with  a household  possessing  more  than 
10  hectares  of  arable  land.  In  the  case 
of  the  former,  the  speaker 
demonstrated  that  the  practice  was  so 
widespread  in  Western  Ukraine  under 
Poland  that  it  could  not  have  been 
confined  to  the  kulaks  alone.  In  terms 
of  arable  area,  the  number  of  kulaks 
was  extremely  small  (about  2 per  cent 
of  peasant  households).  Nevertheless, 
Soviet  sources  assert  that  after 
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annexation,  collectivization  in  1939-41 
and  its  fulfillment  after  1945,  was 
again  accomplished  only  after  a bitter 
"class  struggle"  in  the  countryside.  How, 
then,  does  one  account  for  this? 


According  to  Mr.  Marples,  the 
Soviet  authorities  were  responsible  for 
fomenting  this  "class  struggle."  In  the 
prewar  period,  they  tried  to  increase 
the  number  of  households  that  could  be 
categorized  as  kulak  by  withholding  the 
largest  portion  of  the  lands  that  had 
been  confiscated  from  the 
(predominantly)  Polish  landowners.  As  a 
result,  a wide  differentiation  in  peasant 
landholding  occurred.  Further,  although 
the  vast  majority  of  West  Ukrainian 
peasants  were  living  close  to  the 
poverty  level,  only  some  35  per  cent 
were  exempted  from  taxation.  Finally,  in 
contrast  to  other  regions,  no 
restrictions  on  land  tenure  were 
imposed  by  the  authorities  until  March 
1941,  thus  allowing  the  "kulaks"  to 
accumulate  land. 


Western  Ukraine  have  been  made 
available,  Mr.  Marples  showed  that  in 
the  other  western  borderlands  such  as 
Right-Bank  Moldavia,  the  kulak  household 
was  paying  44  times  more  in  taxes 
than  the  kolkhoz  household  and  7.6 
times  more  than  individual  "poor" 
peasants.  He  maintained  that  almost 
certainly  a similar  situation  existed  in 
Western  Ukraine.  Finally,  in  1947-8 
large-scale  deportations  of  Western 
Ukrainians  to  Siberia  took  place,  and 
this  also  affected  the  so-called  kulak 
stratum. 

As  a result  of  these  policies,  many 
of  those  categorized  as  kulaks  joined 
the  collective  farms  in  an  attempt  to 
survive.  The  evidence  indicates, 
however,  that  they  still  retained  their 
"kulak"  label.  The  authorities  were  now 
allegedly  more  concerned  with  "the 
enemy  within"  and  maintained  that  kulaks 
were  infiltrating  the  kolkhozy  in  an 
attempt  to  bring  about  their 
disintegration. 


In  the  postwar  period,  the 
authorities  were  able  to  expand  the 
category  of  kulak  to  include  those  who 
I were  opposed  to  Soviet  rule,  such  as 
the  UPA  insurgents  and  to  all  those 
opposed  to  the  creation  of  kolkhozy 
generally.  The  terms  "nationalist"  and 
"kulak"  became  almost  synonymous  in 
Soviet  party  and  government  reports. 
Also,  after  the  major  land  redistribution 
that  occurred  after  the  war,  numerous 
households  formerly  labelled  as 

fseredniaks  (middle  peasants)  were 
recategorized  as  kulaks. 

In  1947,  prior  to  the 
commencement  of  mass  collectivization, 
two  major  Soviet  decrees  were 
directed  against  the  kulaks.  The  first 
raised  dramatically  the  obligatory 
deliveries  of  agricultural  goods  to  the 
state  on  kulak  households.  The 
non-delivery  of  such  goods  resulted  in 
the  confiscation  of  the  farmer's 
livestock.  The  second  imposed  an 
income  tax  on  the  wealthy.  Although 
few  figures  on  the  actual  amounts  of 
taxation  paid  out  by  the  kulaks  in 


In  conclusion,  Mr.  Marples 
remarked  that  the  "kulaks'  in  Western 
Ukraine,  like  their  East  Ukrainian 
counterparts,  were  largely  created  by 
the  authorities.  A class  war  was 
fomented  by  anti-kulak  measures,  but 
there  is  little  evidence  of  any 
inter-village  strife.  Instead,  the  regime 
only  succeeded  in  alienating  a large 
segment  of  rural  society.  Although  a 
similar  result  had  occurred  in  Eastern 
Ukraine  and  the  USSR  generally  in  the 
prewar  period  of  collectivization,  the 
peasants  there  were  disorganized, 
offering  little  existence  as  a collective 
force.  In  contrast,  in  Western  Ukraine 
and  the  other  newly-annexed  regions,  a 
fierce  resistance  was  led  by  nationalist 
guerrillas  in  the  early  postwar  years. 
The  anti-kulak  campaign  intensified  and 
prolonged  this  resistance.  Thus  the 
postwar  kulak  was  a much  more 
dangerous  opponent  to  the  regime  than 
the  prewar  figure  examined  by  Lewin, 
and  in  this  sense,  was  more  tangible, 
even  though  official  definitions  of  his 
position  in  society  were  inaccurate  and 
distorted.

The  second  semester  of  the  fall 
term  was  given  on  14  October  by  Dr. 
Isajiw,  professor  of  sociology  at  the 
University  of  Toronto.  His  topic  was 
'Theoretical  and  Methodological  Problems 
of  Studying  Ukrainian  Identity." 

Dr.  Isajiw  began  by  describing  a 
survey  that  he  conducted  recently  in 
Toronto  to  investigate  which  aspects  of 
ethnic  identity  are  retained  from  one 
generation  to  another  and  what  factors 
promote  or  work  against  such  retention. 
Interviews  were  conducted  with  a 
random  sample  of  members  of  ten 
ethnic  groups  (2,338  persons),  including 
three  generations  in  the  case  of  five 
of  these  groups. 

The  survey  revealed  that  Ukrainians 
and  Jews  had  particularly  high  rates  of 
identity  retention.  This  may  be  a result 
of  the  threats  to  the  existence  of 
these  groups  throughout  history, 
suggested  Dr.  Isajiw,  but  the  defence 
mechanisms  which  they  have  developed 
are  poorly  understood.  Nor  is  it  clear 
how  group  experience  influences  the 
formation  of  individual  personalities.  In 
Dr.  Isajiw's  opinion,  these  issues 
deserve  further  investigation. 

The  survey  also  raised  the  question 
whether  assimilation  is  a single  process 
for  all  ethnic  groups.  Dr.  Isajiw 
maintained  that  this  is  not  the  case, 
proposing  the  concept  of  a 
"technological  culture"  with  several 
distinct  levels.  In  a pluralist  society, 
persons  develop  multiple  identities 
corresponding  to  their  diverse  social 
roles — a process  that  creates 
personality  conflicts  which  sociologists 
have  been  slow  to  investigate.  Loss  of 
ethnic  identity  does  not  therefore  imply 
assimilation  into  the  wider  society. 

Dr.  Isajiw  argued  that  an  adequate 
conceptual  framework  for  the  study  of 
ethnic  identity  should  distinguish  between 
external  factors  (cultural  attributes  such 
as  language  and  customs,  as  well  as 
social  attributes  such  as  friendship  and 


marriage  patterns)  and  internal  factors 
(values,  images,  etc,);  it  should  also  take 
account  of  the  means — cognitive, 
affective,  moral,  fiduciary, 
etc. — whereby  individual  persons  commit 
themselves  to  particular  identities. 
Applying  this  framework  to  the  Ukrainian 
community,  Dr.  Isajiw  maintained  that 
cultural  attributes  have  been  more 
important  for  Ukrainian  identity  than 
have  social  ones.  He  noted  that  almost 
one-quarter  of  third-generation  Ukrainians 
in  Canada  continue  to  claim  Ukrainian  as 
their  mother  tongue,  showing  a far 
greater  attachment  to  their  native 
language  than  any  other  third-generation 
ethnic  group  in  this  country.  The 
community's  undue  emphasis  on  cultural 
attributes  may  be  a consequence  of  its 
history:  centuries  of  statelessness  have 
deprived  Ukrainians  of  the  experience 
required  to  accommodate  political, 
religious  and  ideological  diversity.  Hence 
the  excessive  sectarianism  which,  in  Dr. 
Isajiw's  view,  characterizes  the 
community;  its  readiness  to  apply  the 
label  "non-Ukrainian"  to  those  professing 
unpopular  convictions  and  beliefs. 

Given  the  widespread  loss  of 
language  in  the  third  and  fourth 
generations  of  Ukrainians  in  Canada,  the 
community  will  have  to  develop  a 
different  focus  for  its  identity  if  it  is 
to  survive.  This  focus  is  unlikely  to  be 
provided  by  endogamous  friendship  and 
marriage  patterns,  argued  Dr.  Isajiw,  as 
statistics  show  that  some  85  per  cent 
of  third-generation  Ukrainians  marry 
outside  the  community.  Thus,  the 
concept  of  Ukrainian  identity  remains 
highly  problematic. 


OLEH  ILNYTZKYJ 

The  third  seminar  of  the  fall  term 
was  presented  on  18  November  by  Dr. 
Ilnytzkyj,  newly  appointed  professor  of 
literature  in  the  Department  of  Slavic 
and  East  European  Studies,  University  of 
Alberta.  Dr.  Ilnytzkyj  spoke  about 
"Mykola  Khvylovy  and  the  Futurists:  Myth 
vs.  Reality." 
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The  futurist  movement  has  been 
maligned  in  Ukrainian  literary  history, 
argued  Dr.  Ilnytzkyj,  because  of  a 
dearth  of  reliable  information,  the 
conservatism  of  Ukrainian  literary  critics, 
and  political  and  ideological  prejudice.  In 
the  West,  futurism  has  been  decried 
because  of  its  iconoclastic  and  socialist 
character;  in  the  Soviet  Union,  it  has 
been  denounced  for  its  failure  to 
conform  to  communist  orthodoxy. 
Khvylovy,  on  the  other  hand,  has  been 
seen  in  the  West  as  a literary  and 
political  hero,  an  ideal  antipode  of  the 
futurists.  Thus,  for  example,  the  literary 
historian  Hryhorii  Kostiuk  has  written 
that  the  futurist  literary  journal  Nova 
Generatsiia  aroused  Khvylovy's  hostility 
by  its  incessant,  unprincipled  attacks 
upon  him. 

This  account  is  completely 
mistaken,  maintained  Dr.  Ilnytzkyj.  The 
hostility  between  Khvylovy  and  the 
futurists  had  it  origins  in  their 
contrasting  approaches  to  cultural 
problems.  Khvylovy's  programme  was 
the  cultivation  of  classical  European 
culture  and  the  formation  of  a Ukrainian 
national  culture  that  would  take  its  place 
in  the  European  tradition.  The  futurists, 
on  the  other  hand,  believed  that  the  era 
of  national  cultures  was  over  and 
looked  forward  to  the  development  of 
an  international  culture.  Although  they 
strongly  supported  Ukrainization,  they 
were  attuned  to  avant-garde  European 
developments  and  insisted  that  Ukrainian 
culture  abandon  traditional  forms.  The 
futurists'  views  were  unpopular,  and 
their  cavalier  attitude  toward  politics 
made  them  ill-equipped  for  the  intense 
political  struggle  over  the  future  of 
Ukrainian  culture  that  continued 
throughout  the  1920s. 

Khvylovy,  whose  conflicts  with  the 
party  had  led  to  his  expulsion  from  the 
Free  Academy  of  Proletarian  Literature 
in  1927  and  obliged  him  to  renounce 
his  views  in  February  1928,  sought  to 
regain  his  leading  position  in  Ukrainian 
cultural  life  by  deflecting  the  party's 
wrath  toward  the  futurists.  Khvylovy  and 
his  followers  resorted  to  vicious 


misrepresentations  in  this  campaign, 
argued  Dr.  Ilnytzkyj.  Beginning  in  1927, 
they  accused  the  futurists  of  such 
deviations  as  nationalism,  ku/ak/sm, 
fascism  and  the  cultivation  of 
pornography.  Attempting  to  link  futurists 
with  the  show  trial  of  the  "Union  for 
the  Liberation  of  Ukraine,"  Khvylovy 
wrote  that  they  had  "disseminated 
lefremovite  lies."  Indeed,  Khvylovy  was 
unscrupulous  enough  to  accuse  a leading 
futurist,  Mykhail  Semenko,  of  encoding 
anti-Soviet  messages  in  one  of  his 
poems,  although  the  work  in  question 
had  been  written  in  1913. 

Although  Khvylovy's  campaign  was 
clearly  intended  to  curry  favour  with 
the  party,  he  was  not  responsible,  in 
Dr.  Ilnytzkyj  s view,  for  the  party's 
later  execution  of  the  futurists.  Political 
situations  change  rapidly,  especially  in 
totalitarian  societies:  Khvylovy,  like  the 
futurists,  can  be  seen  as  a victim  of 
the  times.  Certainly  he  was  not  the 
hero-figure  of  popular  mythology, 
concluded  Dr.  Ilnytzkyj.  If  it  is  to  be 
accurate,  the  picture  of  the  1920s 
must  be  drawn  in  gradations  finer  than 
black  and  white. 


JOHN-PAUL  HIMKA 

The  final  seminar  of  the  Christmas 
term  was  presented  by  Dr.  Himka,  CIUS 
Neporany  Postdoctoral  Fellow,  who 
spoke  on  "Six  Months  in  Soviet  Ukraine: 
A Report." 

Dr.  Himka  spent  from  13  January 
to  13  July  in  the  Soviet  Union,  mainly 
in  Lviv,  as  an  exchange  scholar.  He 
was  sponsored  by  the  International 
Research  and  Exchanges  Board  (New 
York).  The  purpose  of  the  stay  in 
Ukraine  was  to  gather  materials  for  his 
forthcoming  monograph  on  the  Galician 
Ukrainian  peasantry  in  the  nineteenth 
century.  While  in  Lviv,  he  was  able  to 
work  in  the  Central  State  Historical 
Archives  and  in  the  Lviv  Oblast  State 
Archives.  The  former  archives  proved 
especially  useful  for  his  research,  since 
they  house  the  papers  of  the  Galician 


Viceroy's  Office,  the  servitude 
commission  (which  settled  disputes  over 
forests  and  pastures  between  landlords 
and  peasants),  the  indemnization 
commission  (which  made  a list  of  all 
former  serfs  in  every  village  in  the 
1850s,  including  information  on  the  size 
of  their  landholdings  and  the  nature  of 
their  former  feudal  obligations),  the 
Supreme  State  Prosecutor's  Office  in 
Lviv,  the  popular-educational  society 
Prosvita  and  other  major  government 
and  civic  bodies. 

Dr.  Himka  also  used  the  rich 
Galician  holdings  of  the  various  branches 
of  the  Lviv  Scientific  (Stefanyk)  Library 
of  the  Academy  of  Sciences  of  the 
Ukrainian  SSR,  which  inherited  the 
libraries  and  papers  of  the  former 
Ossolineum  (in  part),  the  Shevchenko 
Scientific  Society  and  other  pre-Soviet 
scholarly  institutions.  In  the  manuscript 
division  of  the  Stefanyk  library,  Dr. 
Himka  had  access  to  the  records  of 
the  Potocki  estates  and  to  the  valuable, 
but  unpublished  and  incomplete,  Galician 
Ukrainian  biographical  dictionary  compiled 
by  Ivan  Omelianovych  Levytsky  in  the 
late  nineteenth  century. 


TORONTO 


EUGENE  LASHCHYK 

On  7 November  1983,  the  first 
seminar  in  the  JUS  series  was 
presented  by  Dr.  Lashchyk,  professor 
of  philosophy  at  La  Salle  College, 
Philadelphia,  who  spoke  on  "Central 
Themes  in  Volodymyr  Vynnychenko's 
Philosophy  of  Happiness — Concordism." 
The  speaker  pointed  out  that 
Vynnychenko  wrote  a treatise  on 
happiness,  entitled  Shchastia:  Lysty  do 
lunaka,  in  1930  and  completed  a 
second  treatise,  Konkordyzm:  Sy sterna 
buduvannia  shchastia,  in  1945.  Both 
unpublished  treatises  are  in  the 
Bachmeteff  Archive,  Columbia  University, 
New  York. 


Dr.  Lashchyk  noted  that 
Vynnychenko's  thought  belongs  to  the 
philosophy  of  naturalism  in  the  tradition 
of  Rousseau  or  Dewey.  In  Konkordyzm, 
Vynnychenko  focuses  on  two  proposals 
for  humankind  regarding  happiness.  The 
first  is  derived  from  a diagnosis  of  the 
inadequacies  of  American  capitalism  and 
Soviet  state  capitalism.  Both  are 
suffering  from  a deadly  disease  called 
discordism.  The  external  threat  to 
happiness  comes  from  the  possibility  of 
atomic  war  between  the  United  States 
and  the  Soviet  Union,  and  Vynnychenko 
proposes  total  disarmament  of  all 
nations  under  the  auspices  of  the 
United  Nations. 

Vynnychenko  defines  happiness  as 
a balance  of  forces.  He  says  "wealth, 
fame,  health,  love,  intellect  and  so  on, 
in  themselves,  separately  or  even  all 
together,  when  not  in  harmony,  do  not 
lead  to  happiness.  Only  an  active 
balance  of  these  values  and  agreement 
of  them  among  themselves  and  in  the 
forces  outside  of  us  produces  that 
state  which  we  have  an  absolute  right 
to  call  happiness — Konkordyzm. 
Vynnychenko's  theory  of  happiness 
differs  significantly  from  such  dominant 
theories  of  happiness  as  the 
Aristotelian-Thomistic  (happiness  is  the 
pursuit  of  wisdom),  the  Utilitarian 
(happiness  is  the  accumulation  of  more 
pleasure  than  pain  in  one's  lifetime)  and 
others. 

In  Konkordyzm,  Vynnychenko 
proposes  thirteen  rules  for  a new 
morality,  the  main  object  of  which  is 
to  develop  guidelines  for  the  attainment 
of  happiness,  defined  as  the  balance  of 
forces  and/or  values.  One  can  see  this 
interconnection,  for  example,  in  the 
fourth  principle  of  the  moral  code, 
which  states:  "Form  a unified  whole,  or, 
in  other  words,  behave  in  such  a 
manner  that  your  action  would  be  a 
manifestation  of  the  agreement  of  the 
great  majority  of  your  main  forces 
(instinct,  sub-instincts,  reason,  drives, 
will)." 
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The  second  part  of  the  lecture 
discussed  the  differences  between  the 
Soviet  (1961)  and  the  Judaeo-Christian 
moral  codes  and  that  of  Vynnychenko. 


PAUL  R.  MAGOCSI 

On  21  November,  Dr.  Magocsi, 

Chair  of  Ukrainian  Studies,  University  of 
Toronto,  presented  a paper  on  "Old 
Rutheniamsm  and  Russophilism  in 
late- 19th  century  Eastern  Galicia." 

The  speaker  noted  that  during  the 
second  half  of  the  nineteenth  century, 
Ukrainians  within  the  Austrian-ruled 
province  of  Galicia  experienced  the  birth 
pangs  of  a national  revival.  The 
intelligentsia  directing  the  course  of  the 
national  movement  was  divided  among 
several  factions,  each  with  its  own 
explanation  of  the  national  identity  of 
the  Galician  Ukrainians.  One  of  these 
was  known  as  the  Russophile 
orientation.  Until  now,  our  understanding 
of  Russophilism  in  Galicia  has  largely 
been  distorted. 

In  the  context  of  Galicia, 
Russophililsm  is  an  ideology  that 
considers  the  three  branches  of  the 
eastern  Slavs  (Russians,  Belorussians  and 
Ukrainians)  to  comprise  one  russkii  or 
obshcherusski i nationality.  The 
proponents  of  this  ideology  admit  that 
there  are  recognizable  cultural  and 
linguistic  differences  between  the  three 
components  of  this  alleged  "common 
Russian  people."  Nonetheless,  they  argue 
that  all  three  members  should  identify 
themselves  as  Russian  and  use  one 
literary  language  (Russian)  for  intellectual 
discourse. 

Russophilism  was  juxtaposed  to  a 
rival  ideology,  Ukrainianism,  whose 
proponents  strove  to  convince  the 
masses  living  in  western  Ukrainian  lands 
that  the  idea  of  one  common  Russian 
nationality  was  an  ideological  fantasy, 
and  that  instead  they  belonged  to  a 
distinct  Ukrainian  nationality  inhabiting  a 
compact  ethnographic  territory  between 
the  Carpathians  and  the  Caucasus. 


Hitherto,  the  speaker  stated,  most 
writers  have  described  the  problem  of 
national  identity  as  a simple  dichotomy 
between  Ukrainianism,  whose  supporters 
are  known  as  populists  or  Ukrainophiles, 
and  Russophilism,  whose  proponents  are 
variably  described  as  Old  Ruthenians 
(stator usyny),  Russophiles  ( rusofi/y ),  or 
the  derogatory  Muscophiles  (moskvof i ly). 
This  is  a simplistic  approach  that 
seriously  distorts  the  actual  situation. 

Dr.  Magocsi  proposed  a revised 
framework.  Before  the  1870s,  there 
were  only  Old  Ruthenians  among  the 
Galician-Ukrainian  intelligentsia.  Beginning 
in  the  late  1860s  and  early  1870s,  one 
group,  known  as  the  populists,  split  off 
and  eventually  accepted  their 
identification  with  a distinct  Ukrainian 
nationalitiy.  The  Old  Ruthenians,  however, 
continued  to  exist.  In  the  late  1890s, 
another  group  split  off,  known  as  the 
Russophiles,  who  identified  from  the 
first  with  the  Russian  nationality  and 
language. 

Thus,  by  the  end  of  the  nineteenth 
century  there  were  not  two,  but  three 
groups  of  nationalist  intelligentsia  in 
Eastern  Galicia:  Old  Ruthenianism  was 
the  oldest  orientation,  from  which 
developed  populist  Ukrainianism  in  the 
1870s,  and  Russophilism  in  the  1890s. 
All  three  orientations  represented  the 
efforts  of  persons  who  had  differing, 
though  no  less  serious  and  patriotic, 
attitudes  toward  improving  the  cultural 
level  and  national  awareness  of  the 
Ukrainian  population  of  Eastern  Galicia. 

As  such,  Galician  Old  Ruthenians  and 
Russophiles  should  not  be  confused  and 
should  be  treated  as  legitimate 
intellectual  phenomena  within  the 
Ukrainian  cultural  tradition. 


OREST  SUBTELNY 

The  final  seminar  of  the  Christmas 
term  was  presented  on  10  December 
by  Dr.  Subtelny,  associate  professor  of 
Ukrainian  history  (Departments  of  History 
and  Political  Science)  at  the  University 
of  York,  who  spoke  on  "Ukrainian 


Political  Emigres:  A Comparative 
Analysis." 

Dr.  Subtelny  focused  on  the  nearly 
280-year-old  phenomenon  of  Ukrainian 
political  emigrations:  the  Mazepist 
(1709-42),  the  Drahomanov  and  Soiuz 
Vyzvo/ennia  Uk rainy  (SVU)  (in  the  late 
nineteenth  and  early  twentieth  centuries), 
the  ''Petliurist"  (1920-39)  and  the  "DP" 
(1939-)  in  terms  of  their  political  goals, 
socio-economic  attributes,  ideological 
tendencies,  and  military,  diplomatic  and 
cultural  activities.  All  waves  of  emigres 
shared  an  antipathy  to  Moscow  and 
desired  self-determination  for  Ukraine. 
The  speaker  noted  that  there  were 
similarities  in  Moscow’s  tactics  toward 
all  the  waves  of  emigres.  He  discussed 
also  the  difficulties  that  each  generation 
of  emigres  had  with  their  so-called 
"allies,"  the  Ottomans,  Tatars,  Poles  and 
Germans. 

In  conclusion,  Dr.  Subtelny 
examined  the  socio-psychological 
problems  encountered  by  the  emigres 
and  dealt  in  detail  with  emigre 
in-fighting  and  the  widespread 
predilection  of  emigres  for  scholarly 
activity.

On  20  October,  Dr.  Lupul 
presented  a paper  on  "Jewish-Ukrainian 
Relations  in  Canada"  to  the  Conference 
on  Jewish-Ukrainian  Relations  in 
Historical  Perspective,  McMaster 
University,  Hamilton.
